WHO THE NEW MEN ARE. 

Charles A. Dougherty, of Pennsylvania, 
who was to-day appointed secretary of lega- 
tion at Rome, is a resident of Philadelphia, 
sud « son of Hon. David Dougherty. He isa 
vely young man, and has never been active 
in polities. Dougherty is thirty years of age 
anda journalist by profession, and has been 
cenrected with the Philadelphia Press and 
the Ledger for several years. 

-Jobn B. Stallo, of Ohio, who was to-day ap- 
pointed minister to Italy, is one of the lead- 
ing lawyers of Cincinnati. He is a 
German by birth and is one of 
the most vigorous of the Gorman = free 
thinkers in the west. Hewasa strong anti- 
slavery man, and left the democratic party in 
1884 on that issue. In 1872 he drifted back 
into the democratic party, and since been one 
of the }eading democratic politicians of Ohio. 
He bas not been known as an active politi- 
cian, his work for the party being principally 
speechmakivg during thecampaigns. Except 
on the slavery question his sympathies have 
always been with the democratic party. He 
is about sixty years of age. 

Wm. H. Moffatt, of New Jersey, appointed 
consul et Beiruet, is an Episcopal clergyman 

Villiam L. Alaen, appointed to be consul- 
general at Rome, is about forty years of age 
and a son of William Alden, formerly princi- 
palofthe Albany normal schooi. He ia a 
journalist, and is at present a member of the 
editorial staff of the New York Times. He is 
2 highly educated gentleman and speaks the 
lialian language fiuently. He has visited 
ltaly twice and has written several newspaper 
end mwegezine articles on the religious and 
political affairs of that kingdom, for which he 
hes received the thanks of both Victor Eman- 
uel and the vatican. 

Pierce M. B. Young, of Georgia, appointed 
consul-general at St. Petersburg, is a native 
of South Carolma, forty-five years old. He 
graduated at the Georgia military institute in 
i857,and was a cadet at West Point and 
was within one month of grad- 
vation when the war commenced. 
Wheu the war began he resigned, and entered 
the ecufederate army. He rose by promotion 
to tbe rank ot major general, and was twice 
wounced, He has served four termsin con- 
grees e8 representative of the seventh Georgia 
district, and was one of the commissioners to 
ibe Paris exposition of 1878, 

Richard H. Stoddard, of New York, ap- 
pointed consul at Athens, is the well-known 
poetand guthor and stock broker. He served 
fifteen years inthe custom. house in New 
York. 

Theodore W. Downs, of Connecticut, ap- 
eee: consul at Quebec, is a resident of 

‘ridgéport, Conn. He was secretary of the 
democratic state committee during the last 
presidential campaign. , 

J.C. Monoghan, of Rhode Island, appointed 
cousul at Mannheim, is 26 years old and ia a 
eg ens of Brown university. He stumped 

Veet Virginia and other states last fall for 
Cleveland and Hendricks. 
—& Wallace Jones, of Florida, appointed consul 
at Messina, is a planter and business man. 
~ M. J. Newman, of California, appointed 
conrul at Lyons, is a Hebrew merchant of San 
Francisco, and about 40 years of age. He has 
never held any public office. 

It is understood that ex-Congressman 
George A. Jenks, of Pennsylvania, who was 
t&hdered the assistant secretaryship of the 
interior department, and has had the matter 
under consideration for several days, has de- 
cided to accept the oilice. 

THE ARREST OF HIBBS. 

Postmaster General Vilas to-day received a 
telegram from the inspectors who arrested 
Hibbs, the defaulting postmaster of Lewiston, 
Idaho, at Yale, B. C., stating that $10,600 of 
the stolen funds had been found on his per- 
son.

The Annual Commencement Exercises—In 
Memory ofa Brave Man, 

Lexineton, Va., June 17.—The commence- 
ment exercises of the Washington and Lee 
univeasity, which commenced Sunday, will 
close to-night with a grand ball. The bacca- 
laurate sermon Sunday, was preached by Rev. 
avenue Presbyterian 
church, New York, in Lee memorial chapel. 
Rev. J. H. Eccleston, D. D., of Baltimore, de- 
livered an address tothe Y. M. C. A. in the 
evening. The regatta between the univerity 
clubs, Albert Sidney and Harry Lee, took 
place Monday, the latter winning by half a 
boat length. The celebration of the shecaty 
societies was held at night. The meetings of 
the alumni associations and the board of trus- 
tees Tueeday was followed by the reunion of 
the alumni and a banquet at nignt. 

Atthe meeting of the board the following 
degrees were conterred: L. L. D.—Rev. John 
Hall, D. D., New York; Hon. E. C. Burke, 
Liberty, Va.; Prof. Lawrence Rust, Kenyon 
college, O., and Right Rev, A. W. Wilson. of 
Maryland.

Jeannette, October, 1581. He declined the last 
chance of life that he might heip his comrades, 
His last written words were a confident expres 
sion of his Christian faith. To him duty was the 
noblest word in the English language.”’ 

The ceremony Was very impressive. The 
centennial poem by Mrs. Margaret Preston, 
read by Colonel J. T. L. Preston, closed the 
exercises for the day. There has been a large 
attendance the first day, and excursion trains 
swelled the crowd this morning. This univer- 
sity is now the best endowed institution in the 
south. 


THE PLYMOUTH PLAGUB. 


The Situation Considered Decidedly Better 
--No More Funds Needed. 
WILKESEARRE, Pa., June 17.—Aflairs at 
Plymouth are slowly improving. The relief 
committee met at a late hour last night. They 
reported that two patients had been admitted 
to the hospital since Monday, and that sev- 
eral were discharged during the past few 
days. The total number of patients now in 
the institution is ferty. he committee’s 
report for the past week shows the total 
number seriously sick to be 306, destitute 
famijies 220, death 1, recovered 111, making a 
decidedly better showing as compared with 
the preceding week, except in the new cases, 
there being nine this week, but nothing ser- 
ious is apprehended from them. The relief 
committee is not in need of any more funds.

Dr. R. Davis, who secured several bot- 
tles of water from the wells in the neighbor- 
hocd where the fever exists, reports that in 
each specimen examined by him he found un- 
mistakable evidence of contamination with 
animal organic matter. He recommends that 
the use of well water iu the town be perma-

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| Disasters at Sea. 

New York, June 17.—The steamer Ham ford 
frcm Baracoa, which arrived here to-day, re- 
ports June 15ih spoke the bark Wagoola, 
(Sweed) Captain Wingren, from Pensacola for 
Sutton Bridge, England, with lumber, who 
transferred the captain and crew, six in 
number, of the schooner Eddie Huck of Phila- 
de]phia, Captian Bartlett from Savannah for 
Perth Amboy, with lumber, and which they 
ebandoned June th, latitude 35, 40 longitude 
7651, having encountered a heavy east gale, 
lasting six hours, which caused the vessel to 
spring a leak, and had to be abandoned, the 
crew faving nothing but what they had on. 
June llth, 350 miles south of Barnegat, they 
were picked up by the Sweedish bark and 
afterwards transferred to the steamer Stanford 
on the 15th. The bark encountered the same

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GENERAL GRANT. 


THE GRAPHIC STORY OF ADAYON 
MOUNT M’GREGOR. 


The General Takes a Stolen Walk While the Doctor 
is Asleep- It Develops the d4larming Nature of 
His Case—Dr. Sands Summoned by 
Telegraph From New York, 


Mount McGrrcor, June 17.—-When Gener- 
al Grant reached here yesterday, the ther- 
mometer registered 83, buta thuader storm 
came up last night, and to day the tempera- 
ture is 65. General Grant has partially re- 
covered his voice. His son, Colonel Fred, is 
reported as saying that the failure of his fa- 
ther’s voice is owing to debility, and he is 
growing weaker all the while. The change of 
air he fetts just now beneficially, but his 
weaknees constantly grows upon 
him. A little white tent, with 
emall flags fluttering from it, is pitched close 
to General Grant’s cottage. It is occupied by 
8S. W. Willetts, an old soldier in uniform, who 
has been employed to protect the general from 
intrusion by strangers. The swelling on the 


general’s throat is not abated to-day, and his 
reet last night was aided by morphine, with- 
cut which the doctor said he could not have 
slept. 

THE TRIP HENOK, 

The trip here yesterday was ove of painfal 
interest. In New York, Genera! Grant arrive? 
at the depot about 9 o’clock, and at once ey- 
tered the Vanderbilt car aud took his seat gy 
a sofa. 
woolen skullcap, and drew closer the neck- 


filled out the right sice of his neck even witk 
the ear. He watched with apparent interest 
the movements of Drs. Douglas and 
Harrison, who were arranging 
chairs and bags, so that the  gen- 
eral should be as comfortable as possible during 
the trip. The heavy drapery was so arranged 
as to prevent any draught from reaching the 
sick man. Mrs. Grant dat atthe general’s 
right band, and he was eyer under her 
watchful eye. The ride through the tunnel 
in the city was the worst that was to be ex- 
perienced during the entire ee The sharp 
curves shook the car a little, but the care of 
the engineer prevented any shaking that 
could disturb the general. Mrs. Fred. Grant, 
Mrs. Ulysses 8. Grant and Mrs. Sartoris were 
sleo inthe car, while the children of the 
household were under the care of Colonel 
Fred. Grant in a forward car. Colonel 
Fred. Grant was half reclining ona sofa 
with Dr. Douglas and by the general’s side 
when Stony Point was passed at 9:40. “When 
Anthony Wayne stormed Stony Point,” shout- 
ed Colonel Grant above the clatter of the train 
to Dr. Douglas, “my great-grandfather, Cap- 
tain Dent, was commander of the ‘forlorn 
hope.’ And when they reached the walls he 
bad his men stand on each other’s shoulders, 
and then the captain scaled the rampart over 
their backs and stood on the wall and pulled 
his men up, one by one, over the human lad- 
der. They then descended and opened the 
gates of the fortress and lec in Wayne’s men.” 
- The general inclined his head a trifle and 
smiled faintly at the relation of the incident. 
‘‘And up here at Ticonderoga,” continued the 
colonel, ‘‘father’s great grandfather and his 
brother were killed in the [Irench English 
war, about 1754.” The. general heard and 
jpodded assent. 


little in his chair in order that he might 
command a better view of the west bank of 
the river. He wanted to-gaina glimpse of 
West Point as the train hurried on. The 
scenery was growing very familiar to the sick 
man. Scenes of his cadetship were coming 
to view, and at length at 10:15, when the 
querters at West Point swept into view, the 
general nodded across the rivsr, and again 
aintly smiledas Mrs. Grant glanced across at 
him toseeif he was noticing the point they 
were passing. She smiled as henodded. The 
ladies. hurried to the river side ofthe car to 
watch, and Colonel Fred Grant pointed out a 
pile of rocks which he had heard his father 
mention in telling his swimming adventures 
of his student days. The general — no 
word, but followsd the scene with his eyes, 
looking rearward until Wes! Point was shut 
out from view by acurve ofthe roau, Dace 
the general pointed to a residence on the west 
bank of the river, and, leaning 
toward Colonel Fred Grant, he attemp- 
ted to speak and tell him it was 
the house of a friend, at which, in the past 
years, he had been entertained, but so weak 
was his voice that the general could not make 
himself heard. Dr, Douglas requested him 
not to make any effort to speak, and bade him 
write what he had to say, which the general 
did. At 1:20 o’clock Dr. Douglas said: 

‘“‘] have made no effort to feel his pulse; I 
could not do so while the train was in motion. 
He is showing less fatigue than might have 
been expected. I am anxious to reach the 
mountain so that I can clear his throat of this 
dust, which isjtrying to him.7He is feeling the 
beat, but his strength is holding out remarka- 
bly well.” 

AN ALARMING INCIDENT. 

Dr. Douglas this evening telegraphed Dr. 
Sands to come here by first train to-night. 

General Grant spent a good portion of the 
forenoon taking short walks about the piazza 
of his new house. About noon he laid down 
to rest, and his doctor went to sleep, which he 
much needed. About 3 o’clock, and while his 
physicians end nurse were asleep, the general 
drew his silk hat over his skull cap, signaled 
Harrison to his side and walked down the cot- 
tage step. He walked slowly along the path- 
way Over aneasy slope to the brow of the 
mountain, one hundred yards away. Several 
times he paused to rest, and at 
Jength Bat down oon a rustic 
settle. When the chair was placed for his feet, 
he removed the hankerchief from his mouth, 
and essayed to speak, declining support for 
his feet, but his voice was not audible. The 
breath could be heard, but no words, and the 
general recognizing the fact, shook his head. 
The fact that a mess of frogs had been caught 
curing the morning at one of the little moun- 
tain lakes near by, was mentioned to the gen- 
eral,and hewas asked if he would attempt 
anything so tender as frog legs? Again 
the generai tried to speak, but the attempt 
did not result in the words that were 
audible, and again he declined by shaking his 
beed. His attention was directod to the mon- 
ument that marks thesurrender ot Burgoyne, 
twenty miles away, but the elevation of his 
head to gaze so far away seemed painful, and 
his head bowed, his chin dropped to his 
breast, and his eyes rested on nearer objects. 
The neck and diseased pertions are strained, 
snd pain follows when he holds his 
head erect. Five minutes passed 
while the general sat on the bluff 
and he then arose by steadying himself with 
the arm of the settee and his cane, and with 
Herrison at his side retraced his steps to the 
cottage. No one was more surprised at the 
general’s walk than Dr. Dougias. He was 
emazed that the general should heve at- 
temp‘ed it, but was amused by his selecting a 
time when the doctor was asleep. 

THE GENERAL’S ACTUAL CONDITION. 

Later in the afternoon Dr. Douglas, in re- 
ferrirg to the general’s condition in connection 
with his walk, expressed himself thus: “The 
diseese is following its characteristic course, 
which is a course of steadily increased ex- 
haustion. We do not look for cure from 
this change. Nothing can be curative, but 
we co hope to prolong bis life. and that ts the 
most that can be expected. Under the exhili- 
rating edect of this atmosphere, and of this 
ecol day, be has for instance walked over 
there tothe knoll.

GIVES SIGNS OF FAILURE. 

When General Grant reached his cottage 
after his walk to the brow of the mountain 
this afternoon, he was much exhausted and 
senk into a chair in the parlor of the yr ery 
Very soon’ he indicated by signs that he 
wanted writing materials, which were given 
him, and he wrote for nearly half an hour. 
‘The result was two lettersor papers. One 
was headed, ‘‘memoranda for my family.” In 
it the general had written that he thought he 
was failing, and for certain instructions that 

desired carried out he referred his 
family to other and more _ definite 
memoranda prepared by hima little while 
before leaving New York. The other note he 
folded and addressed to Dr. Douglas. He 
handed both papers to Colonel Fred Grant, 
and that addressed to the physician is under- 
stood to have been of similar importas that 
to the family. The afternoon wore away with 
the general sitting outside on the piazza. The 
sunset found him still on the piazza, and 
when dusk deepened in the east side of the 
mountain, he was yet sitting silently on 
the porch st one side of the front 
door of the cottage. When the lamps were 
lighted inside, and the light streamed out 
into the growing darkness, the sick man was 
yet outside, though thé air was chill and a 
stiff breeze was swaying the pine tree tops. 
Colonel Fred Grant, with steadtast allegiance 
30 bie father that has been prominent during 
the General’s long efckness. was by his side, 
avd Dr, Douglass near at band. At length, 
after § o’clock, the general went inside the 
cottage, and Dr. Douglas wrote and sent the 
messages to Dr. Sands in New York, summon- 
ing him by the first train. 
LEFT IN THE DARK. 
At ten o’clock the general retired, and Dr. 


appesred. better than on Tuesday night. It is 
possible that the gereral’s walk this afternoon 
tsted his waning strength too far, and the 
reaction has brought to him a sense of the 
weakness that he himeelf feels is not to be 
lightly disregarded. Whether his weakness 
tonight is the immediate result of the 
undue exertion to-day, or whether it is the 
weakness ot reaction after his journey is a 
quesiion that the doctors only may presume 
w answer.

THE GENERAL AWAKENED.

Property. 

Lemars, lowa, June 17.—As reports from

was attended 
with great loss of life. The killed, so far as 
reported, are Mrs. Wm. Gano and child, at 
Marcus, twenty miles east on the Illinois 
Central road; Nick Muckel, aged sixty-five 
years; W. Goetchle, aged twenty-six, found 
in the lake. He was struck over the head 
plank and killed.

Umpil!2:15 a, m., 
it rained, when another tornade_ from the 
northwest swept over Lemars, more déesuruct- 
ive than the first, lasting an hour and a hw. 
This came from the southern Dakota, 
as far west as Yankton. The track as far as 
can be learned at this time, was in the shape of 
the letter X, with the base of the letter point- 
ing east, the junction being in Cherokee coun- 
ty, where the largest amount of damage was 
done, From Onawa by way of Sioux City to 
Cherokee itis nearly 80 miles. From Yank- 
ton to Cherokee is is 120 miles, and from Cher 
okee to Fort Dodge it is 75 miles. This will 
give an idea of the storm’s course.

RUSSIA DISTRFUSTS RANDOLPH 
CHURCHILL, 


The Lesst Mishap May Yet Lead to War—Saliebury’s 
Interview With the Queen at Windsor—Ths 
Programme of the Liberals for the Cam-~- 
paign— Other Foreign News, 


Lonpox, June 17.—Sir Wm. Vernon Har- 
court, home secretary in Mr. Gladsione’s 
cabinet, addressing a meeting of liberals last 
night in St. James hall, denied that the liberal 
government had courted defeat. The tories 


alliance with the Parnellites, with whom they 
had nothing in common, and were now in an 
embarrassed position.

An O!d Man Named Stiliwell, Weary of Life, Puts an 
Bud to it~The Crops—Bureglary in Sandersvilla

On enter- 
ing the room, a most disconsolate picture meets 
the eye; a few solemn friends taking the last look 
at an old friend; the rope with which he hangeil 
himself lying in plain view; the grief-stricken 
children walking to and fro, making no noise save 
the deep sobs caused by the anguish of heart: and 
last, the dead body itseli! 

On Sunday last, about 11 o’clock a, m., after the 
family, excepting the old gentleman, 
Mrs. Dr. Laing, his daughter and some of her 
children bad gone to attend preaching at a neigh- 
poring church house, Mr. Stilwell expressing a 
desire to take a “‘nap,’’ as usual, walked into his 
room, asking Mrs. L. not to disturb him, stating 
also at the same time that, if he needed any atten- 
tion, he would call her.

This being the case, what does Editor Hal- 
stead propose to do about it’? Does he want 
copgress to pass a law compelling the white 
citizens of Georgia to drive the colored citi- 
zens to the polls, or would he prefer a law 
ellowing some white republican to cast the 
entire colored vote by proxy, proceeding on 
the basis of the census? This plan would, no 
doubt, be accepted by Editor Halstead asa 
charming compromise, bat it would be very 
unsatisfactory to the rest of the country. 

If there is anything in Halstead’s com- 
plaint, then the democrats ought to be ut- 
tering some very loud ones over the suppres- 
sion of the democratic vote in the thirty- 
third senatorial dirtrict of Lilino.s, where 
the failure of democra‘s to vote gave the 
republicans a United States senator. Any 
plan of stirring up the negrv voters in Geor- 
gia must be a deep-reaching one, for itis 
not only necessary, from a republican point 
of view, that they should vote, but that they 
should yote the republican ticket. The fail- 
ure of the fifteenth amendment to provide 
for this is likely to cause considerable devas- 
tation in the republican party. 

But the real point toward which Halstead 
and his colleagues are slowly moving is the 
disfranchisement of the negro. It is bad 
enough for the negro to remain away from 
the polls, but when he begins to go tothe 
rolls and vote the democratic ticket, as he 
will inéyitably do when he begins to appre- 
ciate the responsibilities of citizenship, then 
the republican programme which is now 
beginning to take shape will culminate ina 
serious campaign. The object which the re- 
publicans will have in disfranchising the 
negro will be to reduce democratic repre- 
sentation in congress from the south; but 
the attempt will bea failure. Whether the 
begro votes or not, he will have the right to 
vote, and there will be no poultice appled 
to the wounds macein the vitals of the re- 
publican party by this boomerang. At 
present the republican party is down. The 
democrats propose to keep it down. 


SAVINGS BANKS IN THE SOUTH, 

The Savannah Timesand Mobile Reagister 
may know a sayings bank when they see if, 
butitis plain they do not distinguish in 
theory areal savings bank from an alleged 
savings bank, Our Savannah contemporary 
mentions several alleged anvings bank3; but 
it does not mention one that comes within 
the definition of the term as understood both 
in this country and England. 

A savipes bank is net an institution that 
uses deposits as commercial banks do. I: is 
an institution that invites loanson city prop- 
erty or other saleable real estate at reasonable 
rates and often for considerable terms. It is 
an institution in the interest, not of staox- 
holders or of managers, but of the depositors 
themselyes, and every cent of net profit goes 
tothem. It isan institution that is founded 
upon the restrictions, limitations, safeguards 
and penalties of the law, and not upon the 
honor of the managers of the hour. It is 
stiictly a co-operative institution, having a 
mission, and thet mission is to promote econ- 
omy among the masses, It lis nota bank that 
agrees to pay depositors four per cent, while 
it loans their money at from eight to twelve 
per cent—the bank itself taking for its stock- 
holders or salaried officials the lion’s share, 
while offering less safety than can be had 
under a good savings bank law. It is an in- 
stitution that builds up atown by loaning its 
deposits at a reasonable rate to those who 
want to build upon or otherwise improve 
home property, and by distributing the net 
earings of the deposits to those who own 
them in all equity, 

Does our Mobile or Sayannah contemporary 
Know where such an institution is to be found 
in the south? Before the war there wasa 
well conducted savings bank in Charleston, 
but it was, we believe, wound up in a credit- 
able manner either during the war, or just 
alter its close. There isnotone now. Tae 
people of southern cities are not at fault on 
account of this great difliculty. They see 
the need and feasibility of such institutions: 
they understand how they have promoted 
prudence and created thrift among the work- 
ing people, first of England and the conti- 
Lental countries, and then of the eastern and 
middie states of this country, and they have 
gone along hoping their respective legisla- 


: of unemployed government bonds, how 
could they find employment for $17,000,000 
of additional deposits? At present they hold 
only $7,000,000 of deposits, and they seem to 
haye enough money to meet all local de 
mands. The money in the New Orleans sub- 
treasury would, therefore, haye to be in good 
part transferred to the eastern money centers, 
or distributed among a larg: number of na- 
tional banks in the neighborhood. All 
woull then get a slice; but it is not plain 
that the secretary of the treasury has the 
power to make sucha change without au- 
thority-from congress, 

The scheme is one that would in the long 
run lead to the aggrandizement of the banks. 
Their power over the affairs of the people 
would be thereby strengthened and extended. 
ls the democratic party prepared to become 
the bank party of the country simply be- 
cause an assistant treasurerran away with 
scme of the public money? Sarely demo- 
crats can be found who can be trasted. The 
republicans did not fail to fiad honest men 
to fill such places, and the democrats can 
certainly do as well. 

The proposed plan depends altogether 
upon a perpetuation of the pubiic debt, 
With no debt there would be no security 
acd the bonds of the individual assistant 
treesures would be as safe as open and unse- 
cured accountsin the banks, even if they 
are of the national variety. The people do 
not want a perpetua' public debt, lis pay- 
ment about as rapidly as it matures isa fixed 
policy that neither party can aiford to 
cross or disregard. 

Altogether the project needs consid :ra‘ion; 
end it is in fact not probable that Mr. Man- 
ning has even entertained the idea of acting 
inthis matter independently of congress, 
There are plenty of reports to the contrary, 
but the chances are that if the s:cretary 
deems the change advisable, he will preseat 
the subject in his annual report, and it will 
then come up and its advantages and disads 
vanteges be fully discussed and analyzed, 
Hasty action is not necessary. 

PENSIONING CONFEDERATE SOLDIERS 

ibe Chicago Tribune announces with some 
degree of triumph that itis contrary to the 
spirit of the 14th amendment for a state to 
pension confederate soldiers, whereupon 
the Memphis Avalanche ups and remarks: 
‘Well, suppose it is, what are you going to do 
about it? North Carolina is making up lists 
for that purpose.”’ 

This is a very sad state of affairs from the 
Chicago Tribune’s point of view, and it is 
éyen sadder than it appears to be, for there 
isnot, as our Memphis contemporary sug- 
gests, any supposition abcutit. There isnot 
a line, a word or hint in the 14th amand- 
ment bearing on the matter, and the so-called 
“spirit” that the Chicsgo paper invokes is 

merely the spirit of Chicago root-beer—weak 
and watery. The only argument the Tri- 
bune can make available in this emergency 
1s the amusing position of the defunct Chic- 
ego Times to the effect that the states are 
simply provinces engineered by congress, 
The disposition on the part of the sonth- 
é€rn states to pension the invalid and crip- 
pled confederate soldiers will become more 
and more manifest as the states become 
financially able to asume the responsibiliiy. 
In Georgia a partial pension is already paid 
to maimed confederate veterans. The con- 
stitution of the state provides for the levying 
of a tax “‘tosupply the soldiers who lost a 
Jimb or limbs in the military service of the 
confederate states, with substantial artificial 
limbs during life.” 

This is in the natnre of a pension. In 1875 
& law was passed directing the ordinary of 
each county, on application and proof, to 
Jevy an annual special tax, as a part of the 
county tex, of one hundred dollars, for each 
person who has lost both eyes or two limbs 
in the service of the confederate states.

On these representations a w t 
was issued for Puryear’s arrest and duly served, 
Puryear promised to take his wife home to Din.

Police Gitman hired a covered conveyance, w 
was placed at Mrs. Puryear’s convenience, anq 2 
police cflicer was detaiied to accompany ner, On 
the night oi the 26th of February the huy 
and wife, under police escort, went back to their 
country home. 

Soon after the return of the young couple tg 
Dinwiddie county Puryear instituted divorce pro- 
ceedings against his wife, who engaged w. 
McKenney, of this city, as her counsel. [t jg 
alleged thaf there had been a very uopleasant 
feeling between Puryear and his wife, which ey} 
minated when Mrs. Puryear asked the court tg 
issue an order directipg her husband to pay her 
counsel fees. The order was issued, and the cage 
has been pending for 2 month or more. Phig 
morning, however, Mr. McKenney, the young 
woman’s counsel, received an urgent summons tg 
come to Dinwiddie courthouse, as his client, rg 
Puryear, had been poisoned yesterday, re was 
dead. It isalleged that Puryear offered his wifea 
beverage in whtch there was strychnine. The 
woman drank and was poisoned. When her suf. 
ferings became intense and she realized her con. 
dition, she is alleged to have said, with her last 
words, that her husband was her murderer. She 
died shortly afterward in terrible agony, aud her 
husband was at once arrested and taken to Din. 
widdie courthouse, where he was lodged in jail, 
Persons from Dinwiddie county today say -that 
there is very bitter feeling against tne alleged 
murderer, and that he is by no means safe trom 
lynchers. 

The murdered woman was the 
daughter of the late Durkin Web>d, who 
was once reputed to be the wealthiest 1nan in Din. 
widdie county. The magistrate who examined 
ber here says that she was delicatein appearance, 
and looked as ifshe might have suffered a wreat 
deal, Shestruck him as being very weak, men- 
tally and physically. 

Holmes Purvear, the accused,is between twenty- 
fiveand twenty-six years old, a rather ordinary. 
looking young man,and said to be of a good coun- 
ty family. 

The colored woman who adopted the chi!d took 
most excellent careof the littie one, whica, how. 
ever, sickened and died a week ago. 

Later intelligence isto the effect that Puryear 
poisoned his wife Saturday morning instead of 
Sunday, the woman dying about 11 o’clozk, a. m., 
from the effects of strychnine administered in a 
whisky toddy, and accusing her husbaad of the 
crime,as stated before death, At the coroner’s in- 
quest, which was held to-day, the jury returneda 
verdict that the deceased came to her death from 
a toddy mixed with poison administered by 
Ho)}mes Puryear. It was also ordered trata post- 
mortem be held upon the deceased, and tnat her 
stomach be taken to Richmond for examination 
by the state chemist. 

Puryear, after poisoning his wife, got very 
intoxicated off alcoholized bitters, and ther 
proven tee that he was poisoned himseii, buta 
ittle salt water soon restored him, aud he was 
then taken to jail, where a guard was set t> pre 
ten Fe. 90fOT 7 Gitta cesta ct hj n lynchix m 

It is rumored, however, that owitg yer 
ment produced by the event he will be removed te 
this city for safe keeping. Fer the past several 
weeks he had been living with his wife pending the 
issue of the divorce suit.

Dr, Bauduy’s Remarkable Discovery of Its

From a member of the medical profession, how- 
ever, who is apersonal friend of Dr. Banduy, and 
to whom the latter had imparted a portion of the 
contents of the paper, the following facts were ob- 
tained. 

_ Dr. Bauduy’s position as attendant physician at 
St. Vincent's asylum during the past twenty-one 
years enabled him tostudy the subject of insanity 
in all its bearing. He first began his experiments 
with cocaine in the early. part of January of this 
year, and so instantaneotsly was the success that 
DO reason remained for do pting thata discovery 
Of vast import had been made. Melaneholia inits 
worst siages, the morphine habit, hysteria aud al- 
coholism yielded at once to its magica! influence. 
its power as a drug was so great that a person who 
persisted in its use ended by beceming hopelessly 
enslaved by it, its effect in this direction being 
far more pronouneed than that of any other 
drug . known to the scientific world. 

Dr. Bauduy in all eases administered the cocaine 
bypodermically, discarding, on account of the bit- 
terness of the drug, the European method of pre- 
scribing it foriniernal use. The usual in jection 
isa grain ofthe muriate (also called the nydro- 
chlorate) of cocaine, which is awhite powder sim- 
arin appearanes to the sulphate of morphia. 
The lasting effeet varies from three to nineteen 
hours, according to the patient and the nature of 
the disease. 

At St Vincent’s.Dr. Baudny has sixteen melan- 
cholia patients under the cocuaine treatment. Its 
effects in this worst ofall forms of insanity is 
astonishing. Oneofthe inmates of st. Vincent's 
was an Officer of the army from Arkansas. He was 
a victim ofa pretonnd melancholy with suicidal 
tencency, and bad to be —aeped down to prevent 
his desperate effortsat self destruction.

Anotice 
of application for charter has been adver- 
tised In all the counties touehed by the proposed 
road, and dirt will be broken in ninety days from 
the t:me the ect is passed. The business men of 
Athens ere in hearty sympathy with the project, 
as the road will increase our cotton receipts fully 
25,0(0 bales and the- trade ef the city proportion- 
ately. Tnereare two routes proposed from Ath- 
els—oOne via the Georgiaj factory, leaying Wat. 
kinsyilte a mile and passing througa 
High Shoals. The other is by the paper 
mill. The road will be-first-class in every respect, 
with steel] railsand fine coaches, It will connect 
with the Northeastern, and enter Athens through 
a long tunnel beneath the street, beginning in the 
hollow rear of Dr. Orr's residence. Our city will be 
made headquarters for the road. and the machine 
oy established here. As before stated this road 
will traverse one ofthe finest agricultural sections 
of the state, and willbe a paying line from the 
start. The Richmond and Danville road has 
now the money in hand to begin operations, so 
no delay isnecessary. It is impossible to estimate 
the advantages that this new artery of commerce 
will be to Athens. It will not long stop at Colum- 
bus, but press on tothe Gulf coast and give us a 
through route to the southwest.

BY THE FLAMES. 


A Philadelphia Fire too Hot for the 
Firemen. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 17.—A fire broke 
out early this morning in the extensive lard 
and pork packing establishment of Washing- 
ton Butcher’s Sons, on Moore street, above 
Sixth, The structure was an extensive four- 
story building and occupied nearly half a 
block. Owing to the inflammable nature of the 
contents of the manufactory the fire, which 
broke outin the third story, spread rapidly 
and burned so fiercely as to maka it impossible 
for the firemen todo more than endeavor to 
confine itto the building. The walls finally 
felland the building was. completely demo!l- 
ished. Several buildings on the south side 
were damaged more or less by the fire and 
water. Several were injured, but none fatally. 
A number of narrow escapes were made when 
the walls fell. The loss will probably reach 
$100,000. 

The fire in the Washington Butchers Sons’ 
establishment, is believed to have been caused 
by a bolt of lightning igniting some ofthe fat 
stored in the building.

$106,000 insurance on the building and stock.

At 8:15 there were devotional exercises. 

At nine o’clock Miss Ware examined her 
pupils in elementary algebra, and demon- 
strated the care and accuracy of her teaching. 
At 9:40 Mr. Sinnott examined a class of 
twenty-five young men and women in “the 
methods of teaching.” Theaim ofthe uni- 
versity is to teach its pupils how to teach, and 


the examination showed how this 
is done. Rosa Lawson, one ot 
the pupils, took the class and 


gaveit @urill in object teaching which was 
very interesting, After she had finished her 
work it was criticised bv Lizzie Davis, another 
member of the class. Mr. Sinnobt, at the 
conclusion of the hour, criticised the methods 
of teaching as brought out by the class.
